TOKIO, Aug. 22.—Thirty-two Jap- 
anese subjects and two Manchou- 
kuoans were killed in a raid by 1000 
bandits on the walled town of Fu- 
sung, near the Korean border of 


Manchoukuo, Domei news agency 
dispatches said today. 

The heavily-armed bandit force 
swarmed into Fusung last Sunday, 
overpowered the small Japanese 
garrison and destroyed more than 
two-thirds of the buildings. 

The attackers carried off hos- 
tages when several Japanese army 
bombing planes from’ Singking 
forced them to retreat. A Japan- 
ese infantry column from Suping- 
kai occupied the town after the air- 
planes routed the marauders. 

The bandits apparently singled 
out Japanese or Koreans for their 
victims. Of those killed three were 
soldiers, two policemen and 27 ci- 
vilians. 

The attack was part of a revival 
of bandit activities in Eastern and 
Central Manchoukuo.

We each held to 
a rope and made the first test for 
white or black damp. ( White damp 
is the miners’ name for carbon 
monoxide; black damp is carbon 
dioxide.) We were making the sec- 
ond test when we were startled by 
a shout deeper in the tunnel: 

““Here we are.’” It was McCann. 

Funeral services will be held Sun- 
day for the two victims, Stoner is 
survived by his widow, a 6-year-old 
daughter, his parents, six sisters 
and two brothers. Dameron’s bride 
of a week survives him. 

The coroner’s inquest is scheduled 
for Monday. The chief witness will 
be McCann.

Excise Commissioner Thomas 
Anderson, for the first time 
his appointment by Mayor 
mann, 16 months ago, addressed a 
specific request today to Chief of 
Police John J..

er the hours defined by law. 

In the request, Anderson said it 
had been called to his attention tnt 
during the summer there has be2n 
a disposition on the part of tavern- 
keepers to be lax in their observ- 
ance of the hours. He asked chat 
patrolmen be instructed “to make a 
special effort to secure evidence of 
any violation of the ordinances, es- 
pecially with reference to selling 
after the hours permitted. 

The State law prohibits the sale 
of intoxicating liquors on Sunday 
and from 1:30 a. m. to 6 a. m. aia'ly 
City ordinances conform to _ the 
State law, but permit the sale of 
3.2 beer, defined as non-intoxicat- 
ing, from 1 p. m. Sunday to 1:30 
a. m. Monday. 

Anderson’s request to Chief Mce- 
Carthy was issued after a _ Post- 
Dispatch reporter had _ discussed 
with him complaints to the press 
about noise nuisances emanating 
from saloons and taverns open dur- 
ing the early hours after 1:30 a. m. 

No Night Inspections. 

The Excise Commissioner said he 
constantly received numerous com- 
plaints about music and other dis- 
turbing noises in salqons, but did 
not know personally if that indicat- 
ed the law was being violated by 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, he- 
cause he usually was in bed pefure

his predecessor in office, Col. Harry 
Scullin. Asked why, Anderson said: 
“TI don’t want to be judge, jury and 
prosecutor, too.” 

He had issued no definite request 
before for police to investigate the 
sale of liquor during forbidden 
hours, Anderson said, because it 
was their duty to report violations, 
under provisions of a_ city ordi- 
nance, and “in that way I would 
get reports of violations after 
hours as well as other forms of 
violations.” He had not instructed 
hi, four inspectors to watch 
specifically for after-hour viola- 
tions either, he said, since they are 
on duty all day and also work sev- 
eral nights a week before midnight 
on general enforcement. 

Before 
received from Anderson, Chief of 
Police McCarthy said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter that while police 
had not been given any specific or- 
ders pertaining to saloon violations 
in recent months, it is their duty to 
enforce “all laws.’ "He said he had 
received no requests from Ander- 
son for help and assumed that An- 
derson was satisfied with the way 
saloons have been operating. 

Revocation of Licenses. 

During the last year about 100 
licenses have been revoked or sus- 
pended, Anderson said, and during 


' July, there was seven revocations 


and 15 suspensions. The number of 
penalties inflicted last month, the 
Excise Commissioner said, were a 
fe - more than the average and in 
his opinion there was no laxity of 
enforcement because of election 
year. 

While neither State laws nor city 
ordinances provide for the actual 
closing of liquor establishments at 
1:30 a. m., but only stipulate no in- 
toxicating liquors shall be sold from 
then to 6 a. m., Anderson said in 
his opinion it was the intent of the 
law that they should close during 
those hours. 

“The owners take out restaurant 
and other forms of licenses and 
continue business all night and all 
day Sunday,” said the Excise Com- 
missioner. “But even if they had 
no other licenses, they cannot be 
closed up under our present liquor 
control laws.” 

The lack of rower to force sa- 
loons to close after legal _ selling 
hours and the ordinance that per- 
mits sale of 3.2 beer from 1 p. m. 
Sunday to 1:30 a. m. Monday offer 
“wide opportunity to cheat and I 
have no doubt many tavern owners 
are taking advantage of the laws 
as they stand,” said Anderson. “If 
not tightened u», we will have pro- 
hibition back in five years.” 

The Excise Commissioner exhib- 
ited a number of reports, made by 
police captains in each district, to 
show that “extensive violations,” if 
they existed, were not reported to 
him.

Anderson said he had made no 
inspection to ascertain the number 
of establishments selling 3.2 beér 
on Sunday, but that about 1000 li- 
censes had been issued for 3.2 beer 
sales, 500 licenses for sale of 5 per 
cent beer, and 1386 for hard liquor 
and beer.

SK the average American bank depositor 

how many Government bonds he owns 
and he will probably reply, “Thanks for the 
compliment, but I don’t own any. Why?” 

Well, the fact is that of the roundly 30 
billions’ worth of loans and investments 
which American banks, members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve System own as backing for 
some 29 billions of personal and business de- 
posits, slightly more than 40 per cent is in 
United States Governntent bonds. 

In other words, practically speaking, any 
person who has $500 on deposit in an aver- 
age bank has in effect bought $200 worth of 
Government securities—whether he knows it 
or not. Beyond that, the security of his de- 
posit depends partly also on Government 
bonds held by the Federal Reserve banks and 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. 

That is what Orval W. Adams, vice-presi- 
dent of the American Bankers’ Association, 
pointed out, speaking as an individual and 


not as an association official, before the 
Montana State Bankers’ Association the 
other day. So heavily have the banks be 


come loaded with public securities during 
the last few years a drop of even 10 points 
in the market for Government bonds would 
wipe out 40 per cent of the capital of the 
national banks of the country, he said.

The banks, it can be said, have purchased 
these of their own volition, but that is some- 
what a matter of interpretation. Banks are 
not obliged to bid for Government bond is 
sues, but there is certainly some incentive 
to stand well with the Treasury Department, 
which has hundreds of millions to deposit 
and which includes the Comptroller of the 
Currency, who makes rules for national 
banks. The Treasury, too, has a large voice 
in the Federal Reserve Board, which can 
influence largely the investment policy of the 


Federal Reserve banks and even of their 
members. 
Moreover. the Government is now rather

It has sold some $12,500,000,000 worth ot 
its securities to the American bank deposi- 
tor indirectly through his bank. They are 
good securities, no” question about that, 
though it is tremendously important that 
Government fiscal policy now shall keep 
them good 

But would it not be far more wholesome 
for the American Government and for the 
American citizen with a small amount of 
savings if he should be encouraged to buy 
the bonds of his Government in such a way 
that he would know he was buying them” 

It may be granted that the Treasury De 
partment under the present administration 
has made vigorous efforts to popularize the 
direct sale of Government bonds in smal! de 
nominations to individual investors. But the 
results have evidently been nothing to crow 
about 

What. then lacking to make

tors? Calamity howlers to one side, they 
still rank as gilt-edged for safety. In fact, 
that is virtually the only attraction offered 
in the recent campaign. What is needed is 
a higher rate of interest. The Government 
could afford to pay this, if it would only tax 
its bonds. 

There is, of course, another great attrac- 
tion about Government bonds—for million- 
aires. They carry tax exemption, even from 
the graduated income tax. That is worth 
something to a man with a $50,000-a-year in- 
come or more. But to the ordinary man it 
is nothing to offset the small yield of a Gov- 
ernment bond as compared to an account 
in a building and loan association. 

Wipe out tax-exempt securities. At least 
stop issuing them. Let the Government pay 
a higher rate of interest for its borrowings 
and take back its revenues at the scheduled 
income-tax rates without making a special 
bargain with wealthy tax dodgers. 

Then Government bonds will be more at- 
tractive to the small investor and can be sold 
to him directly instead of having to go 
through his bank without his knowing it. 


WARNING IN AUSTRIA. 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

T must be profoundly disturbing not only 

to all Europe but to this country as well to 
read that Austria is experiencing a new and 
apparently widespread and very serious out- 
break of anti-Semitism. For not only is the 
ugly cult of “racialism,” with the barbarities 
which it inspires, one of the most discourayg- 
ing evidences of the deepening strain of an 
archy and irrationalism in the modern, world. 
Almost invariably it is the symptom:of an 
unrest which is reaching the explosion point 
and a herald of the surrender of a nation to 
extremist reaction. 

In the case of Austria these signs are all 
the worse because they follow so soon upon 
the rapprochement of Vienna and. Berlin. 
From the first there has been reason to sus 
pect that in spite of its pacific pretensions, 
the Austro-German agreement, far from set- 
ting Austria's troubles at rest, would even- 
tually intensify them. Reports from Central 
Europe in the last few weeks have indicated 
that ever since the Fascist Schuschnigg Gov- 
ernment made its peace with the Third 
Reich and embraced the Austrian Nazis as 
friends, the latter have grown more active 
and more dangerous Recently a corre- 
spondent of the New York Times reported 
that the Nazis in Austria were winning the 
youth of the nation, building up a formidable 
underground movement, gaining . stron; 
places in the universities and “penetrating 
Austria's public and cultural life.” A wing 
of “radical” Nazis meanwhile prefers “the 
more heroic ways of open violence.” 

Seeing how the Brown Shirts did their 
work in Germany, it not unlikely tha 
their Austrian comrades are responsible fou 
the new wave of anti-Semitism. All too fre 
quently an impoverished and distraught peo 
ple makes an easy mark for noisy propa- 
ganda about the “invader,” and the classic 
lie that Jews prepare the ground for Com- 
munism. Moreover, it is an easy step from 
the turmoil which such propaganda can 
raise to @ demand that the Government he 
taken im the name of “order” and 
“Aryanism.”

The proposal of the City Plan 
Commission for improvement of the 
northern St. Louis riverfront, an- 
nounced in 1929, was revived yes-

The program, providing for 
straightening of the Mississippi 
River, increasing the elevation of 
two islands by filling, and construc- 
tion of an airport, riverfront drive 
to the downtown business district 
and a recreational area larger than 
Forest Park, would be undertaken 
at the outset as a joint project of 
Missouri and Illinois in co-operation 


with the National Park Service. Ap- 

pointment of a committee to enlist 

the support of the Governors and 

Legislatures of the two states was 

authorized. 

Dr. J. W. Bechtold, secretary of 
the North St. Louis Business Men's 
Association, who described the plan, 
reported that A. V. Coale, National 
Park Service official, had ex- 
pressed his approval after spending 
last week making a survey. 

Cochran Pledges His Aid. 

Congressman John J. Cochran, 
one of the proponents of the plan, 
said’ he would introduce in  Con- 
gress, if re-elected, a bill providing 
for straightening the channel of the 
Mississippi River between Chain of 
Rocks and Bissell’s Point (Mer- 
chants’ Bridge) as a part of the in- 

'. Jand waterways improvement pro- 
gram. Sawyer Bend, which would 
be eliminated by the relocation of 
the channel, long has been one of 
the most dangerous and difficult 
parts of the Upper Mississippi from 
a standpoint of navigation, Cochran 
said, and its elimination was pro- 
posed by Army engineers as. long 
ago as 1836. 

Relocation of the channel to the 
east side of Cabaret and Rosen- 
thien Islands would place those bod- 
ies of land on the Missouri side of 
the river, but they still would be 
long to Illinois, Cochran said. This 
is one of the points at which con- 
certed action by Missouri and Mli- 
nois Legislatures is required. It 
was suggested that Illinois might 
cede the land to Missouri and that 
the St. Louis corporate limits might 
be extended. The cost of acquiring 
the land from owners is figured at 
$2,500,000. 

River Would Do Part of Work. 

The Mississippi, itself, is depend- 
ed on to do much of the work of in- 
creasing the elevation of the islands. 
Natural accretion of soil would be 
expedited by construction of dikes 
and levees and filling to raise the 
elevation in some places as much 
as 20 feet, bringing it safely above 
high water. This cost is estimated 
at $5,000,000, and the period of time 
required at about five years. 

As when the plan was first pro- 
posed seven years ago, the North 
St. Louis organizations had no def- 
inite proposal for providing funds. 
That will be left to the committee 
to be appointed. However, it was 
emphasized that since several years 
would be required to reclaim the 
land and put it in condition for air- 
port and park construction, steps 
should be taken to start the work 
which the Federal Government is 
expected to do as a river channel 
improvement. 

Eventual completion of the prof- 
ect as visualized would require $22.,- 
500,000 including estimated addition- 
al expenditures of $2,500,000 for an 
airport with runways of 5000 feet, 
$3,000,000 for park construction.

There is danger that we may not 
prize it as we should. This Ameri- 
‘can way of life is being challenged. 
|We are told that it does not meet 
‘modern requirements. The condi- 
tions of the time incline some of 
‘our people to listen to these accu- 
sations. Some are trying to sup- 
plant our institutions by others 
from abroad. 

Periods of depression are favor- 
able for reviving ancient and dis- 
credited systems of society and of 
government and presenting them as 
the sure way of gaining Utopia. 
In the waste and extravagance of 
the boom days and the hardships 
‘of the depression many of us went 
‘wool gathering. 

So it is not surprising that the 
confidence of many of our people 
in our way of doing things has been 
shaken. They are wonderin”? 
whether we may not have to scrap 
‘our American institutions. This 
‘doubt and distrust is fostered by 
‘unstable men to whom it is always

power.

World-Wide Distrust. 
This feeling of doubt and dis-

Now in many parts 
‘of the world democracy is in re- 
treat and dictatorships are advanc- 
ing. 

Today we can well review the 
way of life that has brought us 
thus far on the road to national 
greatness and ask ourselves wheth- 
er the end of that road has been 
reached. 

Let us look at the picture as it 
exists in thousands of American 
communities, as they are in normal 
times. We see men, women and 
children living together as fam- 
ilies in homes.

We also 
see the heads of families assuming 
responsibility for their support. We 
see them facing life with cheer- 
fulness and courage, asking no 
‘odds, taking pride in their inde- 
pendence, supporting their families, 
helping those in need.

We also see them solving their 
larger problems by voluntary co-op- 
eration with their friends and 
neighbors, through economic, edu- 
cational and political organizations.

Mrs. Fortner and a nephew, Au- 
drey Edwards, 21, are held on 
charges of murder. Officers did 
not say against whom the other 
two charges were filed. 

Bond died July 4, 1933. The doc- 
tor’s certificate said death was 
due to natural causes. Officers 
thought nothing of the case until 
Edwards, according to Sheriff Bar- 
ham, told+that Mrs. Fortner had 
tried to hire hir1 to buy some 
poison which he said she intended 
to put in home brew she had pre- 
pared for her father. 

Sheriff Barham said the poison 
plot was apparently intended to 
collect a $2000 insurance policy

_ployes arrive for meals at the same 
time. For instance, breakfast is 
any time from the time the tent is 
set up until 9:15; lunch from 11:30 
to 1: and dinner from 3:30 in the 
afternoon until everybody’s in and 
the Hotel Ringling must be loaded 
for the jump to the next town. 

“Nobody ever goes hungry around 
here,” explained head-waiter Yorio. 
‘If anybody wants a second plateful, 
‘he gets it. All he has to do is tell 
the waiter who handles his table 
what Re wants, and it’s his for the 
asking. 

The big dining room under acres 
of canvas is divided in two parts 
by a canvas flap. On one side sift 
the lot bosses and workingmen and 
on the other the staff and perform.
